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Judge denies Ziglar a new trial

Not only did Circuit Judge John 
Crawley deny a motion by Owen Zi- 
glar's attorneys for a new trial, but he 
also denied motions for acquittal 
and to set aside the sentence hearing. 

Also, the motion for Judge 
Crawley to recuse himself was de- 
nied. An earlier subpoena issued by 
the defense for Judge Crawley to tes- 
tify in the recusal hearing was with- 
drawn, The defense attorneys with- 
drew it with objection stating that 
they still felt that the judge's testimo- 
ny, in this case, was appropriate. 

In an earlier hearing several days 
ago, the judge denied the state's mo- 
tion to have Ziglar's indigent status 
revoked, 

Ziglar, age 55, was convicted in 
June of the lesser offense of man- 
slaughter for the shotgun slaying of 
Edward Lamar Kelley, 56, of Elba. 
The original charge and grand jury 
indictment was for murder, 

The shooting occurred on the 
night of January 30, 1990, 

During the Friday morning hear- 
ing which lasted for more than three 
hours, Ziglar's court appointed attor- 
neys Stafford Pittman and Rodger 
Brannum argued that one of the 
state's key witnesses, Donna Ziglar, 
was at the time of the trial and still is 
married to Owen Ziglar. 

Their contention was that Donna 
Ziglar was wrongfully coerced into 
testifying against her husband, 
Owen, 

Pittman stated that during the 
trial, Mrs. Ziglar told the court that 
he had rather not testify for or 
against Owen Ziglar. 

The state contended that there 
was a judgement for divorce signed 
by former Circuit Judge Riley Green 
for the Ziglars and that Judge Craw- 
ley Upc that judgement. 

Al Smith, assistant district attor- 
ney for the 12th Judicial District, 
argued that no testimony was given 
by Mrs. Ziglar as to private conver- 
sations between her and Ziglar. 
Questions during her testimony per- 
taining to that subject were purpose- 
ly and carefully excluded. 

Another contention by defense at- 


torneys was that evidence, a shot- 
gun, clothing and notes written by 
Ziglar, was acquired in a questiona- 
ble manner by law enforcement offi- 
cials on the night of the shooting, 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
was called to the stand by the de- 
fense to testify that a circuit judge, 
Terry Butts, was readily available at 
the scene of the shooting and that a 
proper search warrant could have 
been obtained. 

Smith noted that all the evidence 
was collected by law officers with 
the consent of Owen Ziglar; there- 
fore, no search warrant was neces- 
sary. 
Pittman also made note that dur- 
ing the trial, only circumstantial evi- 
dence was offered to the jury by the 
state's attorneys. He contended that 


no hard evidence placing Ziglar at 
the murder scene was ever presented 
to the jury. 

“This case should have not gone 
to the jury,” Pittman said. “We ask 
this court to have the courage to fol- 
low the law and reverse this matter 
or at the very least give him (Ziglar) 
a new trial.” 

Judge Crawley stated that he was 
convinced that sufficient evidence, 
physical and circumstantial, existed 
and was presented to the jury to con- 
vict Ziglar of the crime. With that, 
he denied the motion for a new trial 
and all other pending motions before 
the court in this matter. 

Ziglar remains free on $300,000 
bond pending the outcome of his ap- 
peal now before the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals. 


NO PUBLIC FUNDS INVOLVED 
Judge Butts' former secretary 
arrested on charges of forgery

In a late evening news conference 
Monday, Joel M. Folmar, District 
Attorney for the 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit, made the announcement that 
Circuit Judge Terry L. Butt's former 
secretary had been arrested. Folmar 
was joined by Chief Investigator for 
the District Attorney's Office, Bruce 
Devane. 

Ann Sanford Osdurn, 44, of 1149 
Oak Avenue, Elba, Alabama, was ar- 
rested and charged with 74 offenses 
of forgery, second degree and two 
offenses of unlawful use of a credit 
card. 

According to Folmar, the charges 
stemmed from warrants preferred by 
Judge Butts and his wife, Suzanne C. 
Butts. 

Osburn was a as a secre- 
tary for Judge Butts. She was termi- 
nated from that position on Friday, 
September 6, 1991. 

Monies allegedly taken in the in- 
cident were personal and private 
funds belonging to Judge and Mrs. 
Butts. There is no indication, and 


none is expected, that any county, 
state or public monies are involved. 

The amounts on the checks in- 
volved in the incident ranged from 
$109.61 to $3,063.00. More than 
$34,000.00 is the amount of monies 
involved in the alleged forgery 
scheme. An undisclosed amount of 
money was involved in the unlawful 
use of credit cards, 

More than forty checks total from 
Coffee and Pike Counties which 
were supplement checks and ex- 
pense checks from the State of Ala- 
bama were allegedly endorsed with 
Butts’ signature and cashed by Os- 
burn. 

Reportedly, the offenses were 
committed over a 21 month period 
of time. 

Osburn was released on a total of 
$76,000 bond set by the District 
Court of Coffee County. She is 
scheduled to appear before the Dis- 
trict court on Friday, September 10, 
1991, for her initial appearance. 

The case is being investigated by 
the District Attorney's Office and the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
and is continuing. 


INCREASE PROJECTED TO GENERATE $235,000 ANNUALLY 


City council ups fees on garbage & sewag>

The Elba City Council took ac- 
tion Monday evening to cover pro- 
jected revenue shortfalls by increas- 
ing garbage fees as well as sewage 
fees. Council members Randy Bed- 
sole and Gladys Yelverton were ab- 
sent from the meeting. 

The council voted for the in- 
creased fees to be effective on Octo- 
ber Ist. However, until an ordinance 
is prepared and published, all fees 
must remain the same. 

The action was taken after the 
council had been informed that the 
Elba Water & Electric Board system 
upgrade was going to take funds usu- 
ally transferred to the city and used 
as operating funds. 

Prior to the flood the utility was 
transferring an average of $26,666 
per month. Most of this will be need- 
ed to repay the water system upgrade 
bond issue. , 

A committee of Council members 
Bill Brunson and John W, Sharpless 
met with administration employees 
and researched several ways to raise 
revenue. ; 

Their garbage and sewer fee in- 
crease are designed to raise the need- 
ed revenue and put both departments 
in a position of “paying it's own 


way.” 

The garbage fees will increase an 
average of 50% on both residential 
and on commercial accounts. Resi- 
dential accounts now paying $6.00 
will pay about $9.00, according to 
Brunson.

Commercial accounts will in- 
crease about the same percent, but 
will be based strictly on volume of 
usage.

A request to quick claim deed 18 
feet of old county right-of-way back 
to its original owner was approved 
by the commissioners, Making the 
request was a Mrs. Casaday, The 
land is located along County Road 
105 just outside Elba, 

County engineer, Mark Pool, 
asked the commissioners to sign pro- 
ject agreements on the widening and 
resurfacing of County Road 79 and 
bridge replacement over Pages 
Creek on Co, Rd, 26, 


County Rd. 79 is highly waveled 
by employees of Southland Broilers 
from the Elba area. The road will be 
increased in width by 2 feet and re- 
surfaced beginning at Herman Drig- 
gers Drive in Elba and ending at Al. 
Hwy. 167. 

The site of the bridge replacement 
on Co, Rd, 26 is in the Brooklyn 
Community in southwest Coffee 
County. 

Cost of the resurfacing project is 
$270,000.00 and the price tag on the 
bridge replacement is $61,700.00. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose com- 
mended Pool and his staff and the 
commission for acquiring the fund- 
ing from the state for these two pro- 
jects, This money was obtained from 
unused funds from other counties 
which failed to use them after they 
were acquired

DynCorp lays off 
50 more workers

On Wednesday, September 4, 
DynCorp, Fort Rucker Division, an- 
nounced an additional layoff of 50 
personnel, This brings the total num- 
ber currently laid off by the aircraft 
maintenance contractor to 125, 

Of the 50 employees laid off, 29 
were mechanics. 

Company officials stated the rea- 
son for the lay off as being due to a 
decrease in flight training from prior 
year levels thus reducing the require- 
ments for aircraft mainicnance sup- 
port, 

DynCorp currently employs 
2,020 individuals in the Fort Rucker 
Division of the company. 

Officials further stated that date 
and size of any future layoffs will be 
dependent on the Army's flight wain- 
ing program 

During the past three years, flight 
training at the helicopter flight train- 
ing facility has been reduced by nine 
percent, 

The layoff will become effective 
tomorrow, Friday, September 13, 
1991,

The Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation made the construction of a 
new administrative office official on 
Wednesday, September 4, when they 
held a ground breaking ceremony. 

Superintendent of Schools Clay- 
ton Bryant recognized County Com- 
mission Robert Stephens as being in- 
strumental in securing the land upon 
which to construct the new facility. 

The new building is being con- 
structed on a parcel of land located 
on Reddock Hill, just off U.S. High- 
way 84W, in Elba. 

Old timers will remember the site 
as being where the old "County Po' 
House" one stood. 

Superintendent, in his brief re-

He stated that in a cooperative ef- 
fort to provide adequate facilities for 
the superintendent of education and 
the administrative staff, the State of 
Alabama Legislature appropriated 
funds and the Coffee County Com- 
mission deeded the 4-3/4 acre site 
for the construction of a new central 
office. 

In addition to providing execu- 
live, general administrative, and fi- 
nancial offices, additional facilities 
are provided for teacher training and 
the storage and production of teach- 
ing materials and aids. 

The Teacher Resource Center 
will contain equipinent that teachers 
may check out to be used in the 
classroom, Premade training aids 
and materials for producing special 
aids will be available to accommo- 
date the entire teaching staff of all 
the schools in the county system. 

The meeting room for the school 


board will accommodate approxi- 
mately 50 people for the regular 
meetings of the board.If on special 
occasions, a larger group is anticipat- 
ed, the board meeting can be held in 
the Teacher Training Room. 

Adequate space will be provided 
for storage of records, books, paper, 
and other supplies. Space is also pro- 
vided for a print shop, which will 
permit the system to print many of 
the documents that are presently 
having to be printed by others. 

The building will contain a two- 
bay garage for vans that will be used 
to deliver supplies and teaching aids. 

The total area of the building will 
be 17,246 square feet. 

A specific style of architecture 
was requested by the school board 
Members of the board wanted the 
exterior design to be reminiscent of 
an old rural school similar to ones 
that had been used in the Coffee 
County School System. The result is 
a building that will remind of the 
past, but will contain the most mod- 
erm features and equipment. 


Elba W & E Board votes 
to continue fluoridation

The Elba Water & Electric Board 


reconsider a previous action and vot- 
ed to continue adding fluoride to the 
Elba water system, 

A representative of the Alabama 
Department of Public Health ad- 
dressed the utility Monday evening 
and urged them to reconsider their 
previous action, 

Board members were told that 
water systems continue to fill the 
necessary applications to add the 
teeth building chemical to the water 
supply. He named a small town sys- 
tem in Houston County as recently 
gaining permission to fluoride, 

Board members admitted they 
probably voted last month without 
being fully informed, The motion to 
reconsider and continue the fluoride 
was unanimous, The engineering 
firm for the upgrade program admit- 


ted he had already started designing 
into the new well and tank the neces- 
sary housing for the fluoriding 
equipment. 

The board voted to issue ten years 
bonds for up to $1.3 million for the 
water improvement and the cost of 
extending electric lines to the new 
chip mill on Packing House Road. 

Cost of repaying these bonds is 
esumated to be $14,000 per month 
with interest at an estimated 6 1/8%. 

Additional water is going to be 
needed at the new school park site 
and the board voted to proceed with 
placing the water line under High- 
way 84, This $9,100 cost will be part 
of the overall program and was go- 
ing to be needed by the utility later 
anyway. 

Board members reviewed a list of 
delinquent bills and commended the 
staff for continuing to lower the out- 
standing balances, 


No tobacco products allowed at EHS

The Elba City School Board ap- 
proved a policy forbidding use or 
possession of tobacco products on 
the school campus. 

The policy applies to students, 
teachers, and other staff members 
and to visitors, the new policy de- 
clares the buildings and campus as 
“tobacco free areas”. It also was ex- 
tended to cover adults actively in- 
volved with supervising students on 
official school trips. It is effective 
immediately, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
(himself a smoker) said they had 
looked at several different school 
systems with policies on tobacco. He 
noted that he expected the state to 
mandate this action sooner or later 
and Elba would just be ahead of the 
mandate. 

Pearce said some of the polic ies 
he read seemed to be unenforceable, 


but the simple policy of “no tobac 
co” would be easiest to enforce, 

The policy reads as follows: /n an 
attempt to encourage a smoke-free 
environment and help prevent nico-

CORN MAY BE PLACED IN 
LOAN PROGRAM 


The Nation's 1991 corn crop is 
forecast at 7.42 billion bushels, 6 
percent below last year's crop. The 
total production includes 15,400,000 
bushels of Alabama corn, according 
to the U. §, Department of Agricul- 
ture's August crop production report. 

David W, Eaddy, County Execu- 
tive Director of the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Service, 
said com loans will be available for 
the Coffee County farmers who par- 
ticipated in the 199] farm programs. 
The loan rate is $1.78 per bushel. 

To obtain price support loans, 
Eaddy said farm program  partici- 
pants are required to have suitable 
storage on their farms or have the 
use of an approved warchouse, 

Alabama farmers expect to har- 
vest 220,000 acres of corn this year, 
compared to the total 240,000 acres 
harvested last year, The average 
yield per acre is forecast at 70.0 
bushels, up from last year's 58.0 
bushels, 

According to Eaddy, Coffee 
County farmers enrolled 10,340 corn 
acres in the 1991 Feed Grain Pro- 
gram, The enrollment represents 45 
percent of the country's eligible corn 
acreage base, Corn prices for the 
season could average about $2.50 
per bushel. "These producers may 
wish to store their corn crop after 
harvest to take advantage of future 
price increases," said Eaddy. "If so, a 
price support loan will provide them 


with operating cash at this time." He ~ 


said the stored grain serves as securi- 
ty. Corn loans are available to farm- 
ers through May 31, 1992. 


PEANUTS 


When is a nut not a nut? When 
it's a peanut. Most people consider 
the peanut a member of the nut fami- 
ly, but actually it’s a legume. 

Peanuts are exceptionally high in 
miacin and are important for other B 
vitamins. They contain calcium, 
iron, and phosphorus. Among vege- 
table foods, the peanut rates high in 
protein content-- it is about 26 per- 
cent protein. Fifteen medium pea- 
nuts supply about 150 calories; 1 cup 
supplies about 810 calories. It takes 
about 1 1/2 pounds of peanuts in the 
shell to get 1 pound or 3 to 3 1/2 
cups of shelled kernels. 

For best eating quality, peanuts 
need to be protected from air and 
moisture. Also, high temperatures 

smay cause the fat in peanuts to be- 
‘come rancid, Keep peanuts in tightly 
closed mdisture-vapor-resistant con-

with a mild detergent. Rinse them in 
clear water. 

2. Prepare a brine solution, using 
8 ounces of salt to 1 gallon of water. 
Bring the water to a boil and add the 
peanuts, Cover the pot and boil for 
45 minutes or until the kernels are 
tender. 

3. Remove the peanuts from the 
brine, drain, and let them cool. 

4. Package the cooled peanuts in 
moisture-vapor-resistant freezer con- 
tainers. Label the packages with the 
name and date. 

5. Place them in the freezer to 
quick freeze. 

6. Keep peanuts stored at 0 de- 
grees F, or below. 


NOTE: Green peanuts may be 
partially cooked before freezing by 
boiling in brine for 30 minutes. Then 
cool both the peanuts and brine. 
Pack the partially cooked peanuts 
with the cooled brine in rigid mois- 
ture-vapor-resistant freezer contain- 
ers, leaving a 1/2-inch head space 
for expansion. Label the containers 
and freeze. When ready to use, re- 
move the containers from the freez- 
er, partially thaw the peanuts and 
brine, and boil for 15 minutes or un- 
til the kernels are tender.

Back-To- School Travel Safety Tips 


As the carefree fun-filled days of 
summer slowly draw to a close, par- 
ents are busy stocking up on note- 
books, pens and paper for the new 
school year. Traffic safety is one as- 
pect of the back-to-school routine 
that should not be overlooked. 

Traffic injuries - passenger, pe- 
destrian, bicycli.t - are the leading 
cause of death for children through 
age 14," said State Health Officer 
Claude Earl Fox, Each year nation- 
wide, approximately 3,400 children 


« are killed and thousands more are in- 


jured, 

"As the new school year ap- 
proaches, parents need to remind 
their children about back-to-school 
travel safety," Dr, Fox said. "Parents 
should work with their children to 
plan a safe route." 

The National Center for Health 
Statistics reports that approximately 
1,300 children die each year in pe- 
destrian incidents. An _ estimated 
40,000 more are injured, with more 
than 5,000 of these children suffer- 
ing permanent disabilities. 

Many injuries can be avoided if 
children practice safe pedestrian 
skills. The Alabama Department of 
Public Health and the National 
SAFE KIDS Campaign offer these 
safety tips: 


*Choose the safest route to 
school and discuss it with your 
child, Look for the most direct route 
with the fewest street crossings. Par- 
ents should walk the route with their 
children until they demonstrate ade- 
quate traffic safety awareness. Chil- 
dren under age 8 should walk with 
and adult or older child. 

Children should take 
route everyday. 

*Teach your child to obey all 
traffic signals and markings, 

*Teach your child not to enter 
the street from between parked 
cars or from behind bushes or 
Shrubs, The majority of fatal child 
hood traffic injuries result from dart 
ing into the street between designat 
ed intersections, 

*Teach your child to be careful 
when crossing intersections, Chil- 
dren should cross the street at a cor- 
ner or crosswalk, looking in all di- 
rections before crossing. They 
should walk, not run, across intersec 
tions. Stress that they obey crossing 
guards and safety patrols 

*Teach your child to be extra 
alert in bad weather, Being exwa 
careful is important since it is harder 
for drivers to see and stop quickly

*Set a good example for the 
child. Your children need you to 
demonstrate how to be a safe pedes-

For ridevs: 

*Pick up your child at a safe 
spot away from the congestion of 
cars around the school. 

*Children should always enter 
and leave the car on the curb side 
to avoid crossing the street. 

*The driver and all passengers 
should wear a safety belt. 

*Drivers should allow extra 
time to avoid the pressure of driv- 
ing too fast. 


For bikers: 

*Always wear a helmet. Approx- 
imately 400 children through age 14 
are killed each year in bike-related 
incidents. Bike helmets reduce the

Melissa and I went up to the Auburn-Georgia Southern game two weeks 
ago and even when things looked bad for the hometown Tigers I was able 
to convince her that Auburn would wear down Georgia Southern in the sec- 
ond half and win the ballgame. After the game she was proud of dear ole 
Dad and amazed how I knew Auburn would win, Well, last Friday night 
Melissa went with me to the Elba-Daleville game and I told her that Elba 
would win and not to worry.

Tigers will face "Big" challenge in Louisville Red Devils 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
for their first win of the young foot- 
ball season Friday night when they 
travel to Louisville to battle the vast- 
ly improved Louisville Red Devils, 

Elba dropped its season opener to 
Daleville 26-15, while Louisville 
pounded G.W. Long 35-21, 

"We'll have to play about sixty- 
percent better in all areas Friday 
night or Louisville will flat whip our 
tails," stated Elba's Coach Mack 
Wood. "They have really improved 
their entire program in recent years 
and could have easily beaten us last 
year in Elba. The kids at Louisville 
think they can beat us, and after win- 
ning their first game and us losing 
ours, they may even be overconfi- 
dent." 

"On offense Louisville has a big 
ole line and some quality running 
backs that can carry the football," 
added Wood. "They run a combina- 
tion of what we do, as far as the 
leads and powers, and do a little of 
what Luverne does, such as the 
quick pitch and pop passes. Louis- 
ville has grown up a lot in recent 
years by playing 3A teams and they 
now have a solid 3A unit them- 
selves. Over on defense, they use an 
even and odd front and play real 
hard against the run. They have a 
linebacker that made a bunch of 
tackles against us last year that is the 
leader on defense, and they just like 
to play and get after you." 

"Louisville has got a good foot- 
ball team," said Wood, "and last 
week they had a better team than we 
did. Louisville will be playing at 
home, will be brimming with confi- 
dence and looking forward to play- 
ing Elba." 

The Red Devils felt before the 
Start of the season that the team's 
strength would be the offensive line 
and running backs, and such was 
certainly the case in the big win over 
Long. 
The Louisville offensive line re- 
sembles a college squad in size and 
is led by Andrew McCray (6-4, 280), 
Steven Helms (6-1, 225), Andre 
Green (6-2, 238), Bernard March (6- 
0, 237) and Cleon McCraney (6-0, 
203). 

Tight-end Kenneth Hunter (6-3, 
235) is back and was one of the 
area's top receivers a year ago, as 
was returning flanker Levon Jones 
(5-11,175). 

John McKinnon (5-10, 155) is 
back for his senior year at quarter- 
back and is adept at both running 
and pasing, giving the Red Devil of- 
fense an explosive unit that can 
score points in bunches! 

On defense, the Red Devils are 
led by the team's top performer, 
Tony Lampley (6-1, 190), a senior 
linebacker that was a unanimous 
All-State pick a year ago, when he 
made 179 tackles in Louisville's 10 
games. 

"If we're going to beat Louisville 
we'll have to improve about sixty- 
percent in all areas from the way we 
played against Daleville," stated 
Wood, "We have to wake up and re- 
alize what we have to do and not 
have any mental letdowns. On of- 
fense we'll have to improve our 
blocking and be able to run the foot- 
bal! with success. If we can't run the 
fooiball we can't win. If we can run 
the ball, then it will open up our 
passing game. On defense we'll have 
to play hard every play, not play 
hard three plays and then take one 
off. We have got to play better in the 
secbadary and improve our tackling 
in all areas.” 

"If there is anyone out there that 
thinks this one is going to be any 
easier than the opener, they are dead 
wrong," declared Coach Wood, 
"Louisville has got a big, physical 
football team that feels it has some- 
thing to prove and is confident that it 
can beat Elba. This will be a big 
game for us and if we're going to get 
headed in the right direction we'll 
have to improve and play like a win- 
ner,” 

When asked about last week's 
season-opening loss to Daleville, 
Coach Wood stated "We simply got 
whipped by a football team that was 
better prepared than we were and 
more experienced," 

"We had only one player on our 


offensive line that ever started a high 
school football game," added Wood, 
"and it showed when Daleville did 
some oi that we weren't expect- 
ing. Our linemen got flustered and 
forgot some of the things we had 
taught and it resulted in some obvi- 
ous breakdowns in both the running 
game and passing game. On defense, 


we thought we were pretty solid in 
the secondary, but the way it turned 
out we played hard against the run 
and got whipped by Daleville's pass- 
ing. We had mental breakdowns that 
gave Daleville big plays and all we 
had preached all week was how im- 
portant it was for us not to let Dale- 
ville have any big plays." 


"Daleville has a big, physical 
football team that was ready to play 
and deserved to win," said Wood. 
"Hopefully we learned something 
from the loss and will find some 
leaders that will take charge and help 
the younger ode We played 
against Daleville just like we had 
practiced - poorly!"

The new building contains 13,200 
square feet and was constructed at a 
cost of approximately $478,000.00 
There are 40 rooms/offices in the fa 
cility and it will house approximate 
ly 37 workers, 

According to Smith this building 
and its design, the first of its kind in 
the state of Alabama, will be used as 
a model for future DHR buildings to 
be constructed in the state 

The following services will have 
offices in the building: Public Assis- 


tance & Child Support, Adult Servic- 
es, Child Protection, Children's Ser- 
vices, Community Resource 
Services, and Food Stamps.
